Legal Intelligence \ 

A person who has executed a bond 
and mortgage on real estate is per- 
sonally liable for thc amount of the ! 
mortgage. If the mortgage is fore-! 
closed, and the property sold at 
sheriff's sale and purchased by the '■ 
mortgagee for a nominal bid of one 
dollar ($1), as is usually the case, the 
mortgagor is still liable for the pay- 
ment of the full amount of the mort- 
gage less the sum of one dollar ($1). 
Thc so-called Deficiency Judgment 
Acts of 1933, 1934 and 1935 attempted 
to remedy this obvious injustice by 
providing a method by which the 
parties could have the value of the 
property determined by the Court, 
and thus limit the amount of his li- 
ability after foreclosure to the dif- 
ference between thc principal of thc ■ 
mortgage, plus interest and costs, and | 
the value of the property as fixed by | 
the Court. \ 

Probably the most momentous de- ] 
cision of our State Supreme Court in i 
recent years is that which held the i 
"Deficiency Judgment Act of 1934" 
unconstitutional as to all mortgages ; 
executed prior to its passage. The 1 
Court's decision is unquestionably ! 
sound and is in accord with the de- ! 
cisions of numerous other State Su- 
preme Courts upon similar statutes, j 
It is a virtual certainty that thc Act I 
of 1935 will be nullified in the same 
manner. 

Thus the old law, unfair though it 
may be, still applies to old mortgages, 
the score of the "Deficiency Judgment 
Acts" being limited to mortgages exe- 
cuted subsequent to the passage of the 
acts. Upon old mortgages the only 
way of decreasing the personal li- 
ability of the mortgagor is to have 
prospective purchasers at the sheriff's 
sale to interpose bids.

Monthly Pickup of Strays 
Ordered; Township 
Plans 18-Acre Playfield 

Pickup of stray and unlicensed dogs 
was ordered at the November meet- 
ing of Lower Merion's commissioners 
following a request from the town- 
ship's Board of Health. 

The collection is to be once a month 
only, on the third Thursday, and only 
from the highways. Licensed dogs 
will not be molested. Unlicensed dogs 
taken will be held at the Mill Creek 
Station pound for a reasonable time 
before disposal, and may be recovered 
by payment of a fine and buying of a 
license. 

Strays are again becoming a nuis- 
ance and menace to health, particu- 
larly in Bala-Cynwyd due to its 
proximity to Philadelphia, Julius Zie- 
get, president of the commissioners, 
pointed out. 

At the same meeting the proposed 
small animals clinic, advocated by 
the Animal Owners' Protective Asso- 
ciation of Pennsylvania, was finally 
tabled on recommendation of the 
Board of Health, since its possible 
health benefits seem too remote at 
this time. 

Authorization was given for the 
township to purchase 17.9 acres east 
of Wynnewood road at Athens ave- 
nue in the South Ardmore district, 
for a park and play field. The cost 
is not to exceed $2500 per acre. Parts 
of the Margaret Green, Charles Knox 
and Richard Kerns properties are in- 
cluded in the plot. 

The commissioners also: 



At its November meeting the Lower 
Merion School Board announced its 
intention of expanding school holdings 
through the purchase of new proper- 
ties and a $125,000 bond issue. 

It is the intention of the directors 
to purchase additional ground adjoin- 
ing the Cynwyd School to permit the 
construction of another junior high 
school on that site. Purchase of three 
and one-half acres of the Gill property 
abutting Bryn Mawr avenue depends 
on whether a price agreement can be 
reached with the Tradesmen's Na- 
tional Bank and Trust Company, rep- 
resenting the estate's heirs. The 
board would pay $20,000; the bank 
wants $42,000. 

Superintendent S. E. Downs said he 
did not expect construction on the 
proposed building to start for about 
two years, but pointed out the need 
of an additional building, as the pres- 
ent junior high structure is crowded 
to capacity with township population 
expanding. 

Contract for a $125,000 bond issue 
to finance the purchase of additional 
ground in the high school plot on 
Montgomery avenue, Ardmore, was 
awarded by the School Board to Ed- 
ward B. Smith & Co., a Philadelphia 
banking concern. 

The company bid the issue at a 2 
per cent interest rate and a premium 
offer of $101,778, which means for 
every $100 of bonds the school district 
gets $101,778 and pays 2 per cent 
interest on the bonds. Twenty finan- 
cial houses submitted bids. 

Part of the bond issue will be used 
for the purchase of property owned 
jointly by James K. and Katherine 
Clarke, 250 Wister road, Ardmore, in 
the rear of the present school prop- 
erty. 

The purchase price of this property 
is $45,000. As this price is agreeable 
to the School Board, Superintendent 
S. Edgar Downs recommended that 
settlement be made. 

Bordering on the north side of the 
school tract, purchase of the property 
will permit expansion of present ath- 
letic features. 

The School Board is also contem- 
plating purchase of another plot abut- 
ting on Wister road and owned by 
the Ralph L. Coulton estate. Super- 
intendent Downs reported that A. D. 
Warnock, real estate agent, has been 
unable to reach an agreement with 
the owner. The School Board has of- 
fered $31,500, including the agent's 
commission.
